“motor spirits” just put out by the Standard Oil 
Co. THE NEWS not only told what those ‘“‘spirits”’ 
were, but how they were made and gave the details 
of Dr. Burton’s patent covering their manufacture. 
[It also gave the history of the same process known 
and used twenty years before. Through all the 
succeeding months THE NEWS has followed this 
process and the development of the market for its 
product. Just this last fall some of the other papers 
took it up and one reprinted as live news, pre- 
sumably, the Burton patent, just six months after 
THE NEWS had printed it. 

THE NEWS sought for other processes along 
the same line and months ahead of all other papers 

in fact some of them have not yet recognized 
them—printed the details of the Selden patent for 
‘‘peroxidizing’’ kerosene, the Burke process for 
making gasoline from kerosene distillate and 
natural gas, and the Seegar-Washburn process for 
refining a greaseless kerosene, which tests out much 
better than the Standard’s ‘‘motor spirit.”’ 

THE NEWS printed all the details about the 
various kerosene carburetors, long before many 
were placed on the market; and gave the latest 
reports from Europe on the use of benzol and other 
fluids as gasoline substitutes. 


— 

To the same end THE NEWS took up the con- 
servation of oil production by better producing 
methods and the series of articles now running by 
Miles W. Quick of Titusville, Pa., was started. 
Special articles by W. M. Dunham, statistician 
and geologist showing the rapid exhaustion of crude 
oil fields and the need for conservation were printed. 

THE NEWS printed the first reports of the 
organization of the American Petroleum Society, 
backed by the U. S. Bureau of Mines, which 
promises to advance the technology of petroleum 
further and more rapidly than any other agency. 


The adoption of new standard flash and fire 
cups in this country was first printed by THE 


NEWS last summer and their subsequent adoption 
by different organizations has been covered first. 
THE NEWS gave the oil world the first detailed 
information regarding these cups with sketches of 
them, etc. 


Last spring THE NEWS started a fight on the 
methods ot the New York Produce Exchange in 
quoting so-called market price on oil for export. 
THE NEWS condemned the methods of the 
Exchange, showed their injustice to the oil world 
and how the price was a purely fictitious one and 
did not represent the foreign markets. The year 
closed with the Produce Exchange amending its 
rules in a way which promises to be partly fair and 
just at all events. No other paper in the oil business 
had a word to say in support of this fight and several 
of them ‘‘knocked”’ it. 


To give the oil refiners and marketers technica] 
information of oils THE NEWS ran a series of 
articles by T. T. Gray an oil chemist of note, and 
also printed articles by other leading men in the 
technology of petroleum. 


THE NEWS watched the oil markets of the 
world for the marketers and gave them first and 
accurate information of prices and methods. It 
announced the new policy credited to the Standard 
Oil Co. of installing automobile filling stations in 
order to cut out the garage in gasoline distribution. 
It carried the first—and always complete—stories 
on the efforts of the state of Oklahoma to fix the re- 
tail prices of oil and gasoline. One of these stories 
THE NEWS had telegraphed to it, some 1200 words 
all told, to make sure of its readers having the facts 
at the earliest possible moment. 


THE NEWS has kept the oil world informed of 
all changes in transportation conditions, freight 
rates and regulations. It started the year with the 
first story on the efforts of the railroads to assess 
unreasonable storage charges on drums of gasoline 
and kept the trade informed of all developments of 
the fight before the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion and the ultimate success of the oil men’s 
efforts against the charges. 





And in the face of all the improvement of the past year THE NEWS

JOHN R. REAVIS DIES 
ATWARRENSBURG,MO. 


John R. Reavis, former correspondent of 

s paper at Tulsa, Okla., and a star news- 
paper man, not only in i. oil paper game

Warrensburg, Mo., January 5

PIPING AND OTHER APPURTE- 

NANCES. 

Chapter V, Section 55. All connections 
from tank to any house or sub-surface 
drainage system shall be so arranged as to 
prevent the flow of inflammable liquid to 
any such system or the leakage of any in- 
flammable gases from such fluid, or properly 
constructed inflammable fluid collectors 
shall be provided in such connection. 

This does not work any hardship upon 


and concerns 


any one. It is a provision that is in general 
effect in all fair-minded practice today any- 
way, and is simply to keep the inflammable 
gases from the volatile liquids out of the 
city sewer system. 

Section 56. All underground storage sys- 
tems, or Class I liquids, in which the tank 


may contain inflammable gases, shall have 
at least a one-inch vent pipe, run from top 
of tank to a point outside of the building 
and acceptable to the Chief of the Fire De- 
partment, but which shall end at least 12 
feet above level of source of supply and in 
a location remote from fire escapes and 
never nearer than three feet, measured hori- 
zontally and vertically, from any window or 
other opening; the tank vent pipe shall ter- 
minate in a goose-neck protected in the 
outer end by a 30x30 mesh or equivalent 
brass wire screen. Or a combined vent and 
filling pipe, so equipped and located as to 
vent the tank at all times, even during fill- 
ing operations, may be used. The vent 
pipes from two or more tanks may be con- 
nected to one upright, provided they be 
connected at a point at least one foot above 
level of source of supply. 

This section applies to underground stor- 
age tanks that are not operating as a part 
of a pressure system, and the whole idea 
surrounding the location of the vent pipe 
is to make sure that it is at such a place 
where no harm could come in case the in- 
flammable vapors issuing from the pipe 
should become ignited. It simply means 
using good judgment in locating the pipe, 
and at the outside can mean no greater ex- 
pense than that of adding a few feet more 


to a length of pipe. In order to make sure 
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that good judgment is used, the chief of the 
fire department is given power to specify 
the location. 

All through the ordinance every effort has 
been made to state definitely the conditions 
that the oil trade must comply with. How- 
ever, there are some cases where it is im- 
possible to state the conditions governing 
all circumstances so that in these cases the 
chief of the fire department has been given 
authority to pass on the questions. Take 
for instance, the location of a vent pipe— 
it is almost impossible to specify just where 
that pipe shall be located in all cases, and 
as the chief of the fire department is cred- 
ited with normal common sense at any rate 
—and if he did not have normal common 
sense, he could not in this case do any 
great hardship—he is given the control; as 
in the cases of all openings on tanks a 
mesh screen is required at the opening of 
this vent pipe to keep the flame from going 
down the pipe, acting on the principle of 
the Davy lamp. The combined vent and 
filling pipe arrangement is used particularly 
in cases of small tanks for automobile 
garages. 


PROTECTING GRAVITY FLOW. 


Section 57. All drawing-off pipes termi- 
nating inside of any building shall have 
valve at the discharge end; when delivery 
is by gravity, pipes shall have valve, which 
shall preferably be of the automatically 
closing type, and in addition must have 
emergency valve. 

This provides for just ordinary good 
practice, and the writer has not yet seen a 
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plant that did not have valves at the dis- 
charge ends of pipes inside buildings. The 
question of permitting gravity flow from 
storage tanks into buildings was a very 
serious one and the fire insurance interests 
were in favor of forbidding it entirely on 
the ground that if a fire started in a build 
ing and the line happened to get cut or 
broken or if a fire started while a filling 
station was in operation, the tanks outside 
would drain into the building and feed the 
fire and there would be no way of stopping 
it. The insurance men were informed that, 
although the oil trade was quickly adopting 
all modern appliances, nevertheless, al- 
though appliances had been arranged for 
operating filling stations by pumps draw 
ing their supply from tanks below the level 
of the station, experience had not yet 
shown that these systems were in all cases 
an entire success. The varnish men also 
pointed out that according to the system 
of piping in their plants and methods of 
handling the benzine, they could not well 
operate a pump system, so that gravity 
flow was permitted in tanks to points in 
side certain buildings under certain condi 
tions, to be later described. Where possible, 
however, the trade should make use of an 
automatic valve inside the building 


Section 58. Where tanks are above 
ground there shall be a valve located near 
the tank in each pipe. In case two or more 
tanks are cross-connected there shall be a 
valve near each tank in each cross connec- 
tion. 
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This is present practice in practically 
every plant. 

Section 59. Pumps delivering to or tak- 
ing supply from above ground storage tanks 
shall be provided with valves on both suc- 
tion and discharge side of pump, and check 
valve when delivering to tank. 

This, likewise, is present practice. 

Section 60. Where underground tanks 
are used, all pipes carrying volatile inflam- 
mable fluids, except in dry-cleaning estab- 
lishments, shall pitch toward tanks without 
any traps or pockets, and shall enter tank 
at the top. 

You could not very well get away from 
having your pipes pitched toward the tank 
when the latter is underground and, as it 
is unquestionably good policy to have 
pipes, in so far as possible, self-emptying 
into the tank, this provision was agreed to 

Section 61. All pipes used in systems for 
inflammable liquids shall be of standard full 
weight brass, galvanized iron or steel, with 
suitable brass or galvanized malleable iron 
or steel fittings. No rubber nor other pack- 
ings, and no flanges, shall be used. If 
unions are used, at least one face must be 
of brass, with close fitting conical joints. 
Litharge and glycerin, shellac or other suit- 
able material shall be used on pipe joints. 
Outside piping must be protected against 
any mechanical injury when within 5 feet 
of ground level. Inside piping must be 
rigidly supported. 

The pipe specified here is what is gener- 
ally used. There was considerable discus- 
sion on packings and flanges and, although

Section 64. The end of the filling pipe 
for underground storage tanks for Class I 
and II liquids shall be carried to an ap- 
proved location outside of any building, but 
not within 5 feet of any entrance door, or 
cellar opening, and shall be set in an ap- 
proved metal box with cover which shall be 
kept locked except during filling operations; 
this filling pipe shall be closed by a screw 
cap. A 30x30 mesh or equivalent brass 
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screen strainer shall be placed in the supply 
end of filling pipe. 

This applies primarily to the small auto 
garage tanks. The idea is to make certain 
that filling pipe cannot be tampered with 

AGAINST THE BUCKET. 

Section 65. Deliveries of inflammable 
liquids of Class I and II, where practical, 
shall be made directly to the storage tank 
through the filling pipe by means of a hose 
or pipe between the filling pipe and barrel, 
tank wagon or tank car from which such 
liquid is being drawn.

Except as permitted in Sec- 
tion 68, inflammable liquids shall be drawn 
from tanks by pumps so constructed as to 
prevent leaking or waste splashing, or by 
some other system approved by the Chief 
of the Fire Department, with controlling 
apparatus and piping so arranged as to al- 
low control of the amount of discharge and 
prevent leakage or discharge inside the 
building by any derangement of the system. 
The pump or other drawing-off device shall 
be located on or above the grade floor, 
preferably near an entrance or other well- 
ventilated place. 

The exception referred to in Section 68 
permits gravity flow in factories, refineries, 
and oil jobbing plants, but at garages and 
any other places the oil and gasoline must 
be drawn from the tank by pumps. This is

Section 70. In equipments for the use of 
inflammable liquids as a fuel under boilers, 
furnaces, kilns, ovens, etc., storage tanks 
shall be located as given in Section 46 or 
47. The oil must be fed from the supply 
tank to the burners by an approved pump. 


Section 71. Pumps used and called for 
in Sections 69 and 70 must be equipped with 
a pressure gauge for oil and the system 
shall be so arranged that the oil pressure 
cannot at any time exceed 60 pounds, a 
relief valve to be provided to return sur- 
plus oil back to the supply tank when the 
pressure exceeds this quantity. 

If receivers, accumulators or standpipes 
are provided, their capacity shall not exceed 
10 gallons, and they must be so arranged 
that the oil may drain back to the supply 
tank.

Holidays Make Foreign Market Quiet 


Mexican Eagle Oil Company Tells Stock: 
holders They Made Good Money Last Year 


(By Special Correspondent.) 

LONDON, Dec. 23.—While a fair amount 
of business appears to have been done in the 
north of England—on the Liverpool and Man- 
chester markets—there has been very little sell- 
ing here during the past few weeks and with 
the approach of “Christmas things are grad- 
ually getting quieter and the market is dull and 
sluggish. There has been no further change in 
prices with, if anything, a tendency to weak 
ness, and a good deal of cutting has been done 
by all sellers in their desire to secure the little 
business that is going. The majority of buy- 
ers are pretty well covered for forward re- 
quirements and, in fact, not a few are suffer- 
ing from “over-boughtness !” 

What a contrast to this time last year! 
Prices had reached about their highest level 
and sellers were still revelling in the boom 
that is now to a great extent the cause of the 
present depression. It is no easy task to sell 
a man, even for delivery say the middle of 
1914, if he has still to accept deliveries on con 
tracts which cost him more than the present 
market price. Many good buyers are still in 
that position, and meantime they prefer to 
“hold off.’ Mineral colza and neutral oils 
for blending lamp and burning oils are natu- 
rally in fair demand at this time, but prices are 
badly cut through the keen competition.

ASIATIC PETROLEUM CO. 

Quite an event in the history of the London 
oil trade was the recent opening of the new 
offices erected by the Asiatic Petroleum Co. 
The building is called Saint Helens Court, and 
is situated in Great St. Helens, E. C. There 
was a reception on the opening day and prob- 
bly the most notable assembly of oil men that 
has ever taken place in London gathered in 
the offices of the Asiatic and inspected the new 
building, which stands in the very heart of the 
city of London. 

The building occupies over a quarter of an 
acre of ground, has eleven floors and has a 
total cubic capacity of 1,000,000 cubic feet. 
The front is of solid grey Aberdeen granite 
and the other elevations either of white glazed 
bricks or fireclay. There are three elevators 
and two staircases, and the whole building is 
electrically lighted by deflected light, and 
heated throughout by atmospheric steam. All 
the principal rooms are fitted with electrically 
synchronized clocks. There is plenty of room 
for the staff, which numbers 350, but it is re- 
ported that the company has already made 
preparation for any necessary extensions by 
acquiring the adjacent land. With their many 
activities it is probable they will need further 
accommodation in the near future. The Asiatic 
Petroleum Co. is practically a subsidiary of the 
Shell group, it being controlled by them 
through the Anglo-Saxon Petroleum Co., Ltd., 
which is directly controlled by the Royal 
Dutch and Shell Transport companies. 

The Asiatic Petroleum Company’s offices are 
the London’ headquarters of the Royal 
Dutch Co., but are not of the Shell which, as 
the “junior principal” in the group, has offices 
of its own in Bishopsgate, London. 

The Asiatic is the marketer for the group in 
the Far East, and has, of course, many sub- 


sidiaries of its own. They are as follows:

It is also associated with the Europaische 
Petroleum Union, the marketing organization 
for lamp and other oils in Central and West- 
ern Europe, and it is also connected with the 
Continental marketers of benzine, such as the 
Vereinigte Benzinwerke of Hamburg, the Ben- 
zinwerke “Rhenania” with depots at Dussel- 
dorf and Ludwigshafen on the Rhine, Mag- 
delburg and Wilhelmsburg on the Elbe, and 
Regensburg on the Danube. 


At present the consumers of petroleum prod 
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ucts in Russia are arranging a conference to 
discuss the terms of an appeal to the govern 
ment. The committee of the Baku Stock Ex 
change, which is of a semi-official character, 
has already prepared a memorandum to be 
read to the conference and the following con 
clusions were arrived at after serious de 
liberation: 


“The committee looks upon the prices of oil 
in 1912, and particularly in 1913, as abnormally 
high, and is of opinion that the government 
and the public should take most decisive steps 
to alter the present condition of affairs 


“The committee admits that there has been 
a considerable increase in the expenses 
drilling and operating oil wells, but thinks this 
increase is totally inadequate to explain the 
large increase in price to the consumer. It 
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attributes the latter to the excess of the de- 
mand over the supply.” 


The committee also proposes that an ex- 
tension be granted of the time during which 
fuel oil can be imported ,duty free, as it is of 
the opinion that this would prevent any further 
rise in the present market figures. Another of 
their proposals is that new oil bearing fields 
should be opened up for development without 
delay
